- our comming into England with a guard) is 

defenſive, Ind all men doe acknowledge, thar 
in common equity , the defendant ſhould 
not be ſuffered to periſh in his juſt and nece- 
ſary defence, but that the purſuer , whe- 
ther by way of Legall Proceſle inthe time 
of Peace, or by way of violence, and unjuſt 
invaſionin the time of warre, ought to beare 
the charges of the defendent. Weetruſt thar 
your Lordſhips will thinke that it is not a- 
gainſt reaſon tor us, to demand ſome re- 
paration of this kind. And that the Parlia- 
ment of England by whoſe Wiſedome and 


Inſtice we have expected the redreſſe of our 


wrongs, will take ſuch courſe, as both may 
in reaſon give us fatisfa&tion and may in 


the notable demonſtration of their Iuftice 


frve moſt for their own honour.

All the devices and-doings of onr com- | 


mon enemies were to beare downe the Truth 
of Religion,and the jirſt liberties of the, Sub» 
jets in both Kingdomes.

Either by blodking us up-by Sea &.Landto 
conſtraine-us to-admit, 'their will fora Law 
both in Kirck, and policy, and thus to make
